The tree with 
its roots undisturbed in a frozen 
ball of earth can thus be moved 
toanew, repared location 
with little ley or set-back. 
Trees, either evergreen or dec- 
iduous, eight to twelve feet in 
height, can be safely moved in 
this manner.
